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MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT 



Agreement made this __________ day of November 1950 between the United 

States of America (hereinafter called "the Government"), represented by the 
Contracting Officer executing this Agreement, and 

a corporation organized and existing under the laws of the State of _________ 

(hereinafter called "the Corporation"). 

1. Subject . The Corporation will furnish necessary aircraft and selected : 
personnel for the purpose of conducting such flights as may be determined by 
the authorized representative of the Contracting Officer and are acceptable to 
the Corporation. Such flights shall be referred to as "directed flights." \ 

2. Repairs . The Corporation shall bear the expense of making all repairs! 
and replacements to such aircraft occasioned by (a) usual operating conditions, j 
(b) its negligence, or (c) the negligence of its employees.
